Mr. J. N. Beaumont, M.A., T.C.D:, Sec- 
retary to the Vocational Education Commit- 
tee, continued his evidence yesterday before 
the Local Government (Dublin) Tribunal, in 
Mr. G. Gavan 
Duffy, K.C., Chairman, presided, 

Replying to the Chairman, the witness said 
that the majority of the students in voca- 
tional education classes were 16 or 17 years 
of age, but the range of ages was frem 14 to 
20 years, and in some cases 25 years. Up to 
the present the Vocational Committee Had 
not found it necessary to apply for the full 
amount of the rate for vocational educgtion 
allowed under the Act.

WATER BOARD PROPOSAL 


Referring to the question of water supply, 
Mr. Geoghegan asked was it the witness’s 


experience that the urge for the new Poula- 
phouca water scheme was greater from the 
County Board of Health than from the Dun

Mr. Belton—Certainly. Dun Laoghaire has 
never raised that point at all to my know- 
ledge.

He was of opinion that a central 
Fire Brigade for the geographical County of 
Dublin with outlying stations would be satis- 
factory.

SHOOTING INCIDENT IN 
BELFAST

From Oung CoRRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Friday. 


A claim by Constable J. J. Harrison, Rose- 
vale street, Belfast, attached to Glenravel 
street barracks, for £1,000 for personal in- 
juries sustained on March 30th when, he 
alleged, he was shot at in Summer street, off 
Cliftonpark avenue, in the northern area of 
the city, was challenged before Lord Justice 
Best in the Ulster King’s Bench to-day, when 
the constable increased his claim to £3,000, 
and asked that the Deputy Recorder’s dismiss 
be set aside ang judgment given in his favour. 
Mr. L. Lowry alleged, for the appellant, 
that the Deputy Recorder had accepted the 
Corporation’s suggestion that the shooting 
was either the result of conspiracy or acci- 
deit. It was either a malevolent or acci- 
dental! shooting, he said. 

The appellant said that he had been a 
soldier, a railway guard and a policeman. 
He gave evidence against rioters in September 
last and fourteen persons had been convicted 
and sent to jail. He had given evidence in 
two claims against the Corporation, and the 
aims had been dismissed, 

Describing the shooting, he said that he 
was cycling to his barracks at 9.40 p.m., ard 
turning out of Cliftonpark avenue into 
Summer street, when he saw three men st 
the corner. One of the men said: ‘‘Come 
here, constable.”’ He got off his bicycle and 


was asked “Are you Mr. Harrison?’ He 
replied that he was, and one of the men pointed 
what appeared to be a revolver at him. He 
ducked, but the bullet struck him in the 
shoulder. The three men cleared off cn 
bicycles. A man and woman assisted him 


into a house, 

Mr. C. J, A. Woodside, one of the visiting 
surgeons at the Roval Victoria Hospital, 
described the removal of a .32 bullet from 
Harrison’s shoulder. At present the bones 
had ankylosed (stiffened) at the shoulder joint 
and there was no real movement in the joint. 
The condition might improve a little bit. 

Mr. Lowry—Would he have all the effective 
movement necessary for the police handling 
of a haton? 

The Witness—No. 

Would it be possible for a man to inflict 
that wound on himself ?’—Honestly, I do not 
believe it possible. I have thought of that. 
The hearing had not concluded when the 
Court rose.

FIVE MEN TO REPRESENT 
HALF A MILLION 
Ninety delegates appointed by local 


authorrties, and representing about 500,000 
insttred persons.in the Free State, met in the 


Offices of the National Health Insurance 
Society, Arus Brugha, Upper O'Connell 
street, Dublin, yesterday, to elect five 


members on the new Committee of Manage- 
ment of the Society, which will replace the 
present Provisional Committee. 

The new Committee of Management consists 
of fifteen members, of which the chairman, 
three trustees, and three representatives of 
the empleyers of insured persons are 
nominated by the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health; three members by 
the National Executive of the Irish T.U.C., 
and five members elected by the insured 
persons (local authorities’ nominees) members’ 
electorate. 

The election was by ballot. In order to 
obviate the calling together of the electorate 
during the year the delegates from Munster 
and Leinster voted for three members each, 
and the delegates from Ulster and Connaught 
for two, The extra member in each case will 
act as a substitute on the Committee of 
Management in the event of the death or 
resignation of a sitting member. 

In reply to a question as to why Connaught 
and Ulster were only getting one seat, while 
Munster and Leinster were getting two each, 
the Chairman (Mr. O’Donovan) said that the 
representation was, based on the number of 
members in each area.

LORD DAVIES ON - 
THE LEAGUE 


ATTACK ON BRITISH 
POLICY

At the annual Coníerence oí the Welsh 
Council of the League of Nations yesterday, 
Lord Davies criticised the Chsncelior of the 
kLichequer's recent reference to the League, 
He said that if the policy of the Government 
was expressed in the speech of the Chancellor 
tt was clear that the Cabinet was out to smash 
the League. This was the greatest betrayal 
of its trust by any British Government> in 
modern times. , 

The infamy of the Hoare-Laval proposals 
faded into insrgnificance when compared with 
this latest manceuvre, which was, as the 
Chancellor had admitted, a return to the 
pre-war system of competitive armaments and 
isolation, adulterated wrth military alliances. 

The Governments had capitulated to Lord 
Rothermere and Lord Beaverbrook, and when- 
ever Mussolini and his henchmen shook their 
fists the members of the Cabinet bolted hke 
a lot of rabbrts—another form of midsummer 
madness. 

We used to be told that a maxim of all 
Pritish Governments was continuity of foreign 
policy ; but the present Government had made 
three somersaults. m the last eighteen months, 
In some quarters it was now proposed to 
make a joan to Italy. What was this loan 
to be used for? Was it to assist in still furs 
ther militarismg that country, and to enable 
Mussolini to conscript all the male population 
of Ethiopia? 

What was the use of lendmg money to a 
bankrupt country? It was only putting more 
money down the sink, and helping to prolong 
the rule of a burglar and racketeer, The 
policy of the Government should ‘be directed 
to strengthening the League, which was also 
now the policy of the new French Governs 
ment, and would be supported by the vast 
majority of. the small States in Europe, whose 
combined résources were. equal to those of 
the four Great Powers.

But. in the 
centre of a field’ a rope, apparently un- 
eoennected with the performers, uncoiled 
itself and climbed up almost to its full 
length of eight feet, after which a boy 
climbed to the top of the rope. The per- 
former, an Englishman, said he could ‘also 
arrange for the boy to disappear. The 
trick was performed in a snowstorm ! 

Afterwards the performer issued a 
challenge to the conjurers for two hun- 
dred guineas, stating that he would 
perform the trick with a rope that would 
climb ten feet. under conditions that 
make it seem very strange the conjurers 
did not accept the challenge.

On her head is 
placed a long French loaf, while above 
that again (presumably in order to keep 
the loaf in place) is a large and orna- 
mental inkstand. As for the paintings 
of Giorgio Chirico and Oscar Dominguez, 
they seem to be even odder. I will not 
attempt to describe them, but reproduce 
the cover-design by Hans Arp, which may 
or may not be surrealistic.

But what is surrealism? People who 
act in this manner presumably have a 
motive for it, and it is unjust to condemn 
them or to laugh at them until the 
motive has been found. The trouble (so 
far as I am concerned) is that M. Breton’s 
explanation itself is far from lucid. I 
gather, however, that the movement is 
absolutely opposed to any kind of artistic 
discipline, and it may not be too unkind 
to say that it confirms my suspicion about 
the ‘‘camel’’ poem, for it encourages 
a writer to put down all the uncontrolled 
thoughts which may come into his head. 
Several pages, indeed, are devoted to this 
process of ‘‘automatic writing,” and it 
is claimed to reveal “the rea] process of 
thoucht.’’ This undoubtedly may be true 
in the Freudian sense that the writer 
tends to reveal the sub-conscious workings 
,of his mind, but what has it got to do 
with art? How can one tell whether the 
result has any value whatever?

M. Breton devotes a great deal of space 
to discussing the need for piercing below 
the apparent reality of things into a

The Gran Chaco 


Those who declaim at the brutal rapa- 
city of the Conquistadores would do wel! 
tu read “ Enchanting Wilderness,’’ to see 
that such ruthless and grasping. policy 
prevails as much to-day as ever it did. 
The author, who ten years ago Was a 
cotton planter in the Argentine, failed 
owing to a variety of causes. In search 
of adventure, and in an attempt to recover 
some of his vanished capital he set forth 
with a friend into the wilds of Paraguay. 
He came to know the native Indians, and 
for a time sought to protect them against 
the exploitation of white men. One of 
his discoveries was a great breeding place 
of the egrets, birds which have always 
suffered from the white man’s greed. A 
fortune lay within his grasp, but he 
could not bring ‘himself to slaughter the 
beautiful birds, especially as the plumaze, 
which is at its best in the breeding season, 
must be obtrined at the cost of the young 
birds as well. His companion was not so 
squeamish, and, sickened at the ghastly 
plans made for the destruction of the 
birds. the author returned to ‘‘ civilisa. 
tion.” 

The book is a terrible indictment of the 
callous exploitation of the Gran Chaco 
Indians, and the creatures of the wild 
which have a ‘“‘ commercial value.’’ | 


it is only fair to say that many of his. 
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i” six stately volumes Sir R. W. Carlyle 

and his bróther complete their elabo- 
rate survey of the rise and growth of 
political theory from the -c. ont century 
to the sixteenth. and all who care for the 
interpretation of the thought of the past 
will warmly welcome their labours. True, 
their volumes are not for everyone. They 
are not popular, and indeed they are not 
meant to be popular. but for all who 
believe in the continuity of history they 
are indispensable. In this continuity 
they discern only one break in their 
survey of the political minds of fourteen 
hundred years. They éxpound this break 
in their first volume, one of the most 
masterly in the series of six. 


The Break 


Cicero, in his political writings, holds 
Athenian models constantly before his 
eyes. If we tuin to them we find the 
insisterice on the law of nature and the 
derivation of all true lew from it, the 
growth of the State from the family, its 
foundation on law and justice, its exist- 
ence for the sake of all, and the like. In 
one point, and that a fundamental one, 
he diverges widely. He believes in the 
equality of human nature just as firmly 
as Plato and Aristotle believed in its 
inequality. Men-differ in many respects. 
In spite of these differences, Cicero points 
out that as there i8 no resemblance in 
nature so great as that between man and 
man, so there is no equality so complete. 
Somewhere between the time of Aristotle 
and of Cicero occurs this grave breach of 
continuity, this one supreme change: in 
the political conceptions of the European 
traces. That it happened is clear by a 
comparison of the two writers, and it was 
due to the breakdown of the Citv States 
of. Athens and Rome, the universalising 
of Hellenism, and the absorption of all 
Western civilisation by the Roman 
Empire. In essence the tiberty and 
equality of the French Revolution have 
found a beginning of which the end is not 
yet. 

On the principle that first things come 
first, the authors concern themselves with 
the most important thinkers in political 


ss 


science. Throughont their six massive 
voluines they endeavour, by comparison 
and by contrast. to brine ont the 


modernity of the problems thev discuss, 
though thev do this much more implicitly 
than exnlicitly. And this is all to the 
eood, for the more thev work at the past 
the more thev realise its influence on the 
present, Is there a single ‘controversy of 
our day without a peditree stretchine 
into aces as distant as the second 
century? Apparently they know of 
none. The only criticism we feel in- 
clined to pass on this volume is that 
its authors are stronger on the exposition 
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of literarv ideas than on the exposition 
of idées-forces. Still, the intelligent 
reader is generellv able to dot the i’s and 
cross the t’s of their remarks, ard they 
themselves, in the closing pages, indulge 
in some of the most illuminatine remarks 
in the course of the whole six volumes. 


The Medieval Mind 


The introduction, too, shares inh this 
quality of illumination,.and for their 
remarks on the “ Modus tenendi Parlia- 
mentum ” the recent volume by a dis- 
tinguished daughter of an Irish rectory, 
Miss Clarke, deserves to be consulted. In 
the account of representative institutions 
it almost seems as if Dr. Carlyle had 
succeeded in grasping the mind of the 
average medieval man, a rare feat. We 
can, of course, quite un¢éerstand how he 
can grasp the mind of the thinker, but

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A Woman Traveller's 
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The Southern Gates of Arabia. By Freya

ADHRAMAUT may become a centre 

of world importance soon; but where 
is it? Few can point it out on the map, 
and far fewer can give any censiderable 
account of this strange country. 

Closed to white men until lately, and 
still largely unexplored, the Hadhramaut 
is the region of Arabia that lies along the 
coast looking ever the Indian Ocean—the 
region. now being penetrated by British 
influence, that lies eastward of Aden. The 
struggle of Powers for command of the 
Red Sea makes all Arabia critical country 
now, and the Hadhramaut not least, seeing 
that Ibn Saud’s shadow reaches down to 
its borders, yet does not overcast it wholly. 
A conflict for supremacy in the Hadhra- 
maut between Arab groups might involve 
the outer Powers, and even precipitate a 
greater issue. 


The Sultan's Jacket 


Miss Stark, already noted for her 
brilliant writing on Eastern travel, has 
ventured into the recesses of that terra 
incognita; has lived with the folk, de- 
tained among them by dangerous illness, 
and has produced a truly wonderful book. 
Nearly 200 remarkable photographs show 
us for the first time the likeness of the 
desert cities, arid, treeless, with grim, 
sun-beaten tenements. The Sultan is 
shown in the gaudy jacket that he donned 
for the camera (and Miss Stark gives an 
account, of that gentleman which does not 
flatter, though it is friendly); and we are 
shown, tvo, the throngs of strange. dark 
people, the ramshackle army, the well- 
armed beduin, the veiled women, thorn- 
carriers in poor streets over which 
pai, anche windows look down—a 
veritable pageant of Arabian Nights. 

The Hadhramaut is yeined with incence- 
routes. Across its hot plains the odorous 
gums have been carried for many 
centuries. Its ancient ways are pene- 
trated now with the first modern 
influences. Here is a chemist of Malay 
caste, who has come to- Sewin from 
Australia, the land of his youth, to escape 
modérnism and yet to be a leader in 
modern ideas of hygiene. Here, on the 
plains, too, is the landing piace of. the 
great craft of the R.A.F. 


Scarlet Eyebrows 


The native women, when doing honour 
to guests, paint their faces with a yellow 
varnish, scarlet eyebrows, and green lines 
down the nose. Some of their gowns are 
of flowered cotton from India; but the 
older siress is black, with silver em- 
broidery. Maghine-made silks and velvets 
are peddled by Indians. Miss Stark found 
Islam stronger than in other regions, and 
looked back to “a little brown place 


where, still building in the future, 
surrounded by deserts and wars, lives a 
faith. more disinterested than most 


religicns, a more sublime passion than 


mystery. He is less of a mystery than he 
used to be to us in these pages. At the 
same time, we cherish the belief that until 
the working of the manor, the rural 
deanery, the parish, have all been ex- 
plored in county after county we shall 
never know the motives of the medieval 
man as we ought to know them, and 
herein Miss Clarke supplements not 4 
little on the growth of representative in- 
stitutions set forth in this book. 


Marsiglio of Padua 


One of the most thoughtful discussions 
in the sixth volume cerftres around 
Marsiglio of Padua, a man who pierced 
the fundamental secrets of statesmanship 
more deeply than anv of his con- 
temporaries. . Tallevrand. who seems to 
have felt for Alexander Hamilton some- 


i thing as near affection as that cold heart 


could feel, said, after knowing all the 
famons men cf the time. that onlv Fox 
and Napoleon were Hamilton’s equals, and 
that he divined Europe, having never seen 
it. We can pav an even higher compli- 
ment to Mersiglio, for he not merely 
divined the Evrone of his own day. but 
he also divined the Furope of the ages 
unborn. The mark of a great statesman 
is written all. over his maqnum onus, en- 
titled ‘‘ Defensor Pacis:”’ written in 1324, 
a work that inflnenced the sixteenth cen- 
turv more than the fourteenth or fifteenth, 
end its influence is not wholly spent. 
There are few things more strange than 
the historv of an argument. How often 
has a cause or an idea turned out, in the 
eves of posterity. sé mich better than its 


‘arguments? How often Have we seen argu- 


ments getting, as it were, into a groove, 
and unable to extricate themselves, so as 
to do themselves justice? In the history 
of political science one age can- 
not comprehend another. It takes 
time to. disengage, svhordinate and 
eliminate. ‘‘ Nothing is without. its age 
and date” wrote Tertullian, “all 
things wait for their time.” Nothing 
is without its place. The feudal system 
never rooted itself firmly in Italy, and this 
partly accounts for the fact that there is 
a striking parallel between the medieval 
Italian Republics and the ancient Greek 
cities. Nor is it unintelligible that two of 
the greatest political philosophers of the 
Middle Ages, St. Thomas Aquinas and 
Marsiglio, were Italians. 

Nowadays a thinker of the highest 
calibre is at least a generation before 
he comes into his own, and during the 
fourteenth century such a man took two, 
or even three, generations before he came 
into his own. Marsiglio, we are not 
altogether surprised to learn, made his 
mark comparatively speedily. A medical 
doctor, an Archbishop of Milan, he is 
not quite the man we expect to find the 
outstanding champion of Imperialism, and 
yet this is the light in which Dr. Carlyle 
teveals him. . The physician, the soldier, 
the friend of Louis IV. of Bavaria, he 
proved more successful as an author than 
as a‘edunsellor.’ John XXII. excommuni- 
-¢ated the Emperor, Marsiglio of Padua, 
and. his collaborator’ in the ‘‘ Defensor 
Pacis,’ John of Jandum. What moved 


He.paid a visif- to Avignon, then the 
seat of the Papad¢y. Did he feel towards 
he .corruptions of. Avignon what Luther 
It cn a similar visit when he beheld the 
corruptions of Rome? Be that as it may, 
the Papacy found in him one of the most 
determined of foes. 


Virtues of Toleration 


There is so much that is modern in the 
“ Defensor Pacis’’ that we are not sur- 
prised to learn that its author is a fervent 
believer in the virtues of toleration. The 
Gospel is doctrine, not law, and no force 
is authorised by it to compel its accept- 
ance. The Church, accordingly, cannot 
coerce either a believer or an unbeliever 
to follow the precepts of evangelical law. 
Marsiglio disapproves of the punishment 
of heretics save when their heresy inflicts 
injury on the commonwealth. Two 
hundred years before Sir Thomas More 
we read in the ‘‘ Defensor Pacis’’: “I 
say it is not lawful for any man to judge 
a heretic or misbeliever, or compel him 
to any pain or punishment in the state 
of this life. For no man, though he 
sinneth never so greatly against any 
manner of discipline, speculative or prac- 
tical, is punished in this world precisely 
in that he is such a one, but in that he 
sinneth against the law of man.” 

For well-nigh half a century Dr. Carlyle 
and his brother laboured, and the results 
of their labours are at last completed. 
They can rest satisfied: they have done 
their work, and done it to the satisfaction 
of all who consult volumes that have long 


since stepped into standard rank.

He was 
heartsick, he says, that Ttaly was not at 
one with the Allies. ‘Soon he was in 
charge of Red Shirts in the French ser- 
vice, ‘‘ and from China, Egypt, Cuba, the 
United States and Italy came seven Gari- 


baldis ... to... offer their swords to 
France. Two were to give their lives. 
Such is the Tradition.’? There the book 
ends. 


A Book of Action . 


If the General wrote this book in 
English, his command of that language is 
worthy of « hichly-spirited novelist. The 
book is certainly ong of the liveliest books 
of action that has been given to us of late, 
in history or fiction. It teems with inci- 
dents such as that which followed the 
Battle of Casas Grandes. Word was 
circulated that our hero had been seen 
running away and had been killed. A 
cable to that effect was sent to his father, 
who merely remarked: ‘‘ No Garibaldi 
could be shot running away from the 
enemy.” :

HESE handsome little books are 
members of a series, of which volumes 
on Tell El-Amarne and the Indus Civilisa- 
tion appear to have heen issued already. 
The purpose is to set forth the ripest 
knowledge of archeology in respect of the 
principal sites of excavation. We lock 
forward eagerly to volumes on Crete and 
on our own country if the editor of the 
series favours us so far. 

The book on Mesopotamia is particularly 
interesting. thanks ‘to the important dis- 
coveries which have been made in that 
region in recent years, The reconstruc- 
ticn of Ur, with elaborate photographic 
and line illustrations, shows how highly 
developed was that old culture, though no 
suspicion of its grandeur was held until 
lately. 


Mexican Splendour 


The Mexican volume is surprising. It 
reveals a splendour which many may think 
to belong to Rider Haggard’s imagina- 
tion; but Dr. Gann expounds military 
organisation, arts, crafts and intellectual 
development—as well as the familiar story 
of decline—in a manner that convinces 
while it sets us marvelling. We learn that 
vast fields of investigation are being opened 
up by Washington and Philadelphian 
learned bodies, acting with the help of 
the Mexican Government. 

The new statue of Fascist Victory 
which is to dominate the secular Roman 
scene gives actuality of interest to Dr. 
van Buren’s book, of which not the least 
merit is its account of modern remoulding 
of the city. In making his Via del 
Impero, Signor Mussolini has cut into the 
ancient fabric, revealing new wonders. 
The physical aspect of primitive Rome, 
we learn, has been made clearer. More- 
over, ‘‘ the Government has shown ad- 
mirable enterprise in supplying. to the 
daily and weekly Press an abundance of 
accurate official information as to current 
archeological discoveries: our morning 
paper, I} Messayggero, has assumed a posi- 
tion of somé consequence in the scientific 
world.”

explained in delightful fashion, while the 
difficult problem of units is solved by 
constant reference to figures for familiar 
examples. Mr. Hawks’s book will be in- 
valuable to the “handy ”' boy, for almost 
every piece of electrical apparatus referred 
to is accompanied by complete instruc- 
tions for making it. Mr. Hawks even goes 
the length of describing in detail how 
soldering is done in order to ensure the 
success of his working models. In a sense 
these two books are complementary. They 
cover the same ground and arrive at the 
same destination by different routes, and 
the poy (of anv age) who wants to know 
all about electricity should have no diffi- 
colt in choosing the road which suits him 
st.

HIS is one of the most exciting books 

of real history that the present vogue 
of history written like novels has given 
us: and the author’s lucidity justifies his 
— told, as if by a novelist, the tale 
not familiar to many of the conspiracy to 
murder Queen Elizabeth, and to seat Mary 
Queen of Scots on the English Throne ; 
how the English Government, tracing the 


lot used it, entangled Mary, and so. 


brought that tragic figure to the block. 
Was Mary guilty? Was the State justified ? 
The plot was two-edged. It was made to 
destroy Elizabeth, but it was Ma: 7 who 
perished. 

The conspirators were sincere men ; that 
is clear. They thought themselves justified 
in seeking Elizabeth’s violent removal and 
a coup d’état by which the old régime 
would be restored. ‘‘ Abingdon, having 
confessed all saving the death of the 
Queen, to which he had never consented,” 
affirmed that he entered the conspiracy to 
save England from her perils, and that 


“ he steadfastly believed in the Catholic 


faith.” which he defined as “ that faith 
and religion which is holden almost in all 
Christendom except here in England.” 
Others proclaimed their loyalty to the 
State. All were put to death ih the 
manner of the time, with mutilation. 


Mary s Dilemma 


What ought Mary to have done when she 
received—by the Government's connivance 
—knowledge of the conspiracy? Ought she 
to have revealed the project to the Govern- 
ment, betraying her friends to their fate? 
Ought she to have forbidden the measures 
that were planned, thus assammg 
authority over another monarch’s sab- 
jects? Ought she to have remained silent 
—or, when she did answer her correspon- 
dent, ought she to have demanded 
whether the assassination of Elizabeth was 
planned, thus becoming guilty of sng- 
gesting that course? Mr. Smith makes it 
clear that she was put in a dilemma that 
allowed no escape from malicious charges ; 
she was inevitably implicated. 

The only defence that can be made. for 
this. entrapping of an innocent woman, 
Mr. Smith says, is that the end justified 
the means. The Elizabethan régime was 
saved at this sorry cost. That is the de- 
fence which actually has been advanced 


by solid authorities; but Mr. Smith. ob- : 


serves with justice, we think, that this 
plea is ‘‘merely typical of a form. of 
tyranny, by the endurance of which a 
nation’s history and honour are defiled.’’

Then ‘came the Hoare-Laval 
proposals, against which public opinion in 
Great Britain became so much incensed 
that Sir Samuel Hoare was forced te resign 
from the post of Foreign Secretary in Mr. 
Eden’s fayour. These proposals, it will 
be remembered, arranged that a certain 
amount of Abyssinian territory should be 
handed over to Italy, and it was felt in 
Great Britain—in fact, throughout the 
Empire—that no concessions, territorial or 
otherwise, should be made to the aggressor. 
This remarkable display of public spirit 
in Great Britain created a deep impression 
in all parts of the world. British prestige 
at Geneva increased a hundredfold, and 
Signor Mussolini’s 
ceived a decided

When the Russian Revolution took place 
nearly twenty years ago it was compared, 
‘inevitably, with the French Revolution. 
It seems that the comparison may be 
closer than was at first supposed. France, 
after her tremendous upheaval, became a 
nation in which all the old standards had 
disappeared and in which the 
months of the year had acquired new 
names; but where are the traces of the 
French Revolution now? France is demo-

and even the nobility have won back their 
places in the national life, and the petit 
bourgeois is the backbone of the country. 
Only the most careful observer could tell

“No Parking” 


The problem of the ‘‘ parked” car has 
been raised again—on this occasion in 
Northern Ireland. In the course of an 
admirably comprehensive address, delivered 
at Portadown on Thursday, Captain 
G. M. Nelson, Executive Officer of the 
Belfast Corporation’s Police Committee, 


called attention to the problem, and added - 


that traffic authorities throughout the 
United Kingdom have been strangely 
reluctant to grapple with it. Yet the 
parked car is among the worst of traffic 
nuisances; While anybody is at liberty 
to leave his car deserted in a crowded 
street, it 1s clearly impossible to arrange 
for a free flow of traffic. The car that 
is left for ten or twenty minutes outside 
a shop while its owner does his business 
inside causes inconvenience enough, but 
it is not the worst offender. The real 
nuisance is the car which, having been 
parked solemnly in a busy street, is left 
there from 10 o’clock in the morning until 
its owner returns for it at 5.30 in the 
afternoon; and, for all the vigilance of 
the police, this practice is lamentably 
common both in Dublin and in Belfast. 
Clearly, as Captain Nelson showed, there 
is only one solution to the problem—the 
provision of adequate parking space. It 
is not easy to see how such space could 
be provided in Belfast—except, perhaps, 
by the conversion of some existing build- 
ings into covered car-parks—but we 
believe that there would be little or no 
difficulty in Dublin. The solution of this 
problem, as of so many others, depends 
on a sensible housing policy. There are 
a dozen considerable areas of tenement 
houses in the centre of Dublin which must 
be cleared, under the Housing Acts, before 
very long. The cleared sites must not be 
rebuilt with block flats; they must be left 
open. Some of them, doubtless, will 
provide sites for public buildings as new 
public buildings become necessary; others 
will wee retained as open. spaces, or 
lungs,’’ for the citizens; still others can 
be used for the orderly parking of the 
ears that now render Dublin's streets 
almost impassable, We commend the 
suggestion to the City Council.

One can apply for the 
Stewardship of the Chiltern Hundreds, 
while the other can seek an appointment 
as Bailiff of the Manor of Northstead. 
Both these offices are nominally posts of 
profit under the Crown, thongh there is 
no emolument whatever. The excuse 
serves, and the seat becomes vacant. 


Mr. Roosevelt's Opponent 


Governor Lardon, who is to be the 
Republican opponent to Mr. Roosevelt, is 
only forty-eight years of age, and in the 
somewhat unlikely event of his being re- 
turned to office he would be the youngest 
President since the days of Theodore 
Roosevelt. One of the most characteristic 
things in his career is that he was 
christened Alfred, but changed his name 
by deed poll to Alf. He first achieved 
prominence by defeating the Democrats 
in the election for the Governorship of 
Kansas at a time when President Roose- 
velt was carrying the State in the Presi- 
dentia: elections by sixty-two thousand 
votes. - Two years later he was re-elected 
with a majority of seventy-five thousand 
votes, and this placed him at the top of 
the tree as a pular Republican 
favourite. Mr. Landon started his busi- 
ness career as a book-keeper in a bank.

In Jerusalem yesterday morning Mr.

Sigrist, who joined the Palestine 
Gendarmerie in 1922 as a constable, was 
also an officer of ( - R.I.C., stationed in 
Dublin. 

The condition of Mr. Sigrist, whose 
now in hospital, is serious, but, it is 
hoped, not dangerous, says Reuter. 


NARROW ESCAPE 


The wonder is that he is still alive. 
Driving back to headquarters after patrol 
duty outside the city, he was shot at and 
wounded by two Arab terrorists. Then, 
as he fell over the wheel, the car swerved 
off the road, dropped down a 30-foot cliff, 
and rolled over and over rocks and stones 
until it came to rest in a gulley. 

Much the same hair-raising experience 
befell a young British constable named 
Edmond Doxat, aged 26, who was riding 
with Sigrist at the time. Doxat, however, 
was not shot, and received only a slight 
face wound from the fall. 

Before disappearing. off the roadway he 
pulled out his revolver and. opened fire 
on the Arabs, shooting one in the chest. 
This man has since died in hospital. 

The attack is understood to have been 
eentred on Mr. Sigrist. holder of the 
King’s Medal for Distinguished Service. 
In the disturbances in October. 1933, he 
is believed to have incurred the displeasure 
of Arab terrorists because of his firmness 
and daring. : 

He has a wife and three small daughters, 
the eldest of whom is aged six, all living 
in Jerusalem.

HE House this afternoon was asked to 
approve a series of Draft Orders 
made under the Government of India 
Act. á á 
Mr. R. A. Butler (Under-Secretary for 
India) explained that the Orders gave 
effect to the report of Sir Otto Niemeyer, 
whose task had been to combine the offices 
of a Paris with that of a Solomon. He 
had been unable to avoid throwing the 
apple of discord, and he had had todivide 
the baby between eleven provinces and 
keep the head for the centre. (Laughter. ) 
With the approval of the Government of 
India and of the House of Commons it 
had been decided to introduce provincia! 
government in India on April Ist, 1927. 
These Orders would bring into operation 
on that date the whole of the “1 Act, 
except Part 2, which dealt with federa- 
tion. It was proposed’ that the elections 
for the provincial Legislatures should be 
held eight months hence. “ - 

It was nearly a decade since the Statu- 
tory Commission started its labours, and 
the term of a man’s life since Disraeli 
brought the government of India under 
the British Crown in 1858. Since then 
there had been a long series of measures 
leading up to the present delegation of 
imperial authority. At the same time 
that responsible government was estab 
lished in the provinces of India, Burma 
was to become a separate entity within 
the British Commonwealth, and he was 
sure that would all wish that country a 
happy and successful future. 

Mr. Morgan Jones (Labour), on behalf 
of the Opposition, said that they did not 
propose to offer any objection to the 
Orders. The matter had been decided by 
Parliament, and the sooner the machinery 
was put into operation the better. 


RETURN OF A PILGRIM 


Sir Samuel Hoare (First Lord of the 
Admiralty) made his first speech in the 
House since his return to the Cabinet. 
He began by saying that a pilgrim—he 
would not say a prodigal—returned after 
a period in the wilderness to a territory 
on which he had spent many years of his 
life. It felt quite like old times making 
Referring to the 
financial aspect of the matter, he said 
that he did not think that the essentials 
of the centre would be endangered by lack 
of money, and in regard to the provinces 
it was probable that they would be better 
off than they were now. 

Mr. Churchill offered his congratula- 
tions to Sir Samuel Hoare on his return 
to office. Since Sir Samuel had left the 
comparative security of the India Office he 
had had a great many adventures.

It makes us feel how 
much we are the prey and sport of the 
vicissitudes of destiny. (Laughter.) 
Referring to the Niemeyer Report, Mr. 
Churchill said that it offered a somewhat 
bleak prospect, but since the experiment 
of provincial government was to be made, 
the sooner the better. He and his friends 
would do nothing to hamper or obstruct 
the policy which Parliament had approved, 
but it was necessary that the way should 
be clearly seen before hurrying on with 
Federation. 

The debate was adjourned, and the 
House rose at 3.32.

This 
gentleman was a publican in Belfast up 
to the end of 1926 and carried on busi- 
ness at 15 to 17 and 25 Station street, 
where, apparently, he was very successful. 
He made his income tax return through a 
firm of chartered accountants—Messrs. 
Atkinson and Boyd—who gen the re- 
turn on information supplied by him. In 
1926 he left Belfast and went to reside in 
Dublin, and someone else—it was believed 
his son—continued the premises. 

Some time at the poe of 1928 °29 
certain information came to the know- 
ledge of the Revenue authorities, and 
accordingly on the 22nd January 1929, 
a letter was vrittern by the Special Com- 
missioner informing Crealey that he 
appeared to be liable for super-tax for the 
vears 1922-23. Forms for stating the 
super-tax were enclosed, with a request 
that they be completed and returned. On 
the 7th March. Messrs. Kerins and Son, 
a firm of Dublin accountants, acknow- 
ledued that letter, and super-tax was fixed 
at £5.000 for the year 1922-'25, and 
rotice of appeal was served in connection 
with this amount. 

Proceeding, the Attorney-General read 
the correspondence, and pointed out that 
cne return showed that taxed dividends 
in 1922 amounted to £937, and in 1925 to 
£5 525. which, he declared, 
ordinary, considering what the returns 
had been. | ; 

After reading the correspondence in con- 
nection with the matter, the Attorney- 
General said that assessments of £25,000 
had been made for the years 1926-'27-'28, 
and these had not been subject to appeal. 


INCORRECT RETURNS 


Mr. Wilfre1 O. Bishop said that he 
had been attached to the Inquiry Branch 
of the Inland Revenue up till 1932. The 
defendant went to the Free State about 
Januarv, 1927, and assigned his Station 
street premises to his. son. It came to 
witness's knowledge that the returns 
made were not in accordance with the 
books. 

His Lordship asked, in fairness to 
Messrs. Atkinson and Boyd, if this 
referred to the time they were acting for 
the defendant. 

Mr. Murphv—There is absolutely no 
aspersion on Messrs. Atkinson and Boyd. 

The witness related interviews he had 
had with the defendant's solicitor and 
accountants, Messrs. Kerins, of Dublin. 
Defendant had agreed to an investigation, 
but Messrs Kerins told witness that he 
had later refused this, as he felt secure 
in the Irish Free State against any pro- 
ceedings in the North, and was not pre- 
pared to allow imvestigations to proceed. 
They hoped to persuade him to do so, 
but he said he was not in good health. 
He never changed his mind and never 
supplied them with any information. 

The witness then gave details of the 
various assessments. 

Mr. Chambers said there was a warrant 
outstanding for the arrest of his client. He 
was thus handicavped in that he was only 
free in the Irish Free State, and he could 
not come there to defend these proceedings 
in person. The moment he stepped across 
the border he would be put under arrest.

NEW DWELLING-HOUSE 
SET ON FIRE

NAVAN, Friday. 


Early this morning at Gibbstown, some six 
miies from Navan, one ot the newly-erected 
houses, built by the Irish Land Commission 
for the Irish-speaking migrants from. the 
Gaeltacht, was deliberately set on fire. 

A workman named Patrick Meehan, return- 
ing from a dance at Ardbracan, a few miles 
away, shorily after 2 a.m., observed flames 
and smoke issuing from one of the new 
houses, which are as yet unoccupied. He 
-alled some fellow-workman who lived near- 
by, and every effort was made to subdue the 
fire. 

Wher the flames had been subdued it was 
discovered that paraffin had teen thrown on 
2 staircase and windows broken. The stairs 
were completely burned, and the ceiling was 
also much damaged by the fire. 

Navan Gardai, under Sergeant Hanley, 
Wisited the scene to-day and are investigating 
the outrage. 

This will be the second Gaelic-speaking 
colony in Meath.
